H e w a s President T a f t ’s m ilita ry aid. A fte r 
M a j o r B u t t s death the president, with tear* in h is eyes 
and fa lte rin g voice, mad e h im the sub je ct of one of the 
m ost h e a rtfe lt eulogies ever pronounced over a g a l la n t man, p r a is in g his manhood, his courage, his loyalty, his 
self sacrifice. 
“E v e r y b o d y knew A r c h ie as ‘Archie.’ ” sa id the president. “I ca n n o t go into a box at a theater, I cannot turn 
around in m y room, I c a n n o t go anywhere, w ith o u t expe cting to see his s m ilin g face or to h e a r his cheerful voice 
in greeting. 
The life of the president is rather isolated, and those appointed to live w ith h im com e m uch closer 
to him than any one else. 
T h e bond is very close, and it is difficult to speak on such an occasion. 
" A r c h ie B u t t ’s ch a ra cte r w a s simple, s t r a ig h t f o r w a r d and incap ab le of intrigue. A clear sense of h u m o r lig h t ­ 
ened his life and those a b o u t him. 
Life w as not fo r h im a troubled problem. H e w as a soldier, and, when he w a s 
appointed to serve under another, to that other he rendered im plicit loyalty. 
I never kn ew a 
m a n w ho had so 
m uch self abnegation, so m u ch self sacrifice, a s A r c h ie Butt.

Th* 450 marines now on Cuban soil 
1n the Guantanamo district under com­ 
mand of Colonel Lucas, are to be use d

which will be in Guantanamo within 
the next twenty-four hours for any 
other 
purpose. 
Reports 
that

American forces are to take part in 
the pursuit of and attack upon the 
negroes are false.

What is regarded as one of the mo^t 
sinister phases of the situation in east­ 
ern and southern Cuba, as it has de­ 
veloped in the lass few days, is the in­ 
crease in the number of brutal attacks 
on white women.
